“ Resolved, That we heartily approve and com¬ 
mend to universal sympathy and aid the efforts 
pow in progress to organize a systematic coloni-1 
zation with free souls and strong arms, first of 
Kansas, and successively of all the other Territo¬ 
ries and unpeopled regions exposed to the blight 
and scourge of slavery; and we challenge those 
who say they are as much opposed to slavery as 
we are, but have never found yet a satisfactory 
opportunity to demonstrate their faith and their 
works, to vie with us in promoting thisTgonstitu- 
tional and unobjectionable plan for securing the 
Territories to Freedom. 77 

The practical points of political effort embraced 
in these manly and comprehensive resolves, adopt- 
«hby this numerous and most respectable Conven¬ 
tion, and to which its members have pledged them¬ 
selves, are: 

I. The restoration of the Anti-Slavery proviso 
in Kansas and Nebraska. 

II. All the Territories of the United States 
shall be free. 

III. No more Slave States shall be admitted 
into the Union. 

IV. This policy shall be held superior to all 
party considerations, jtnd every party shall be 
abandoned which do® not make the same its first | 
object. 

Such is the basis of action agreed upon by this 
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first principle with the freemen of New York’, and 
indeed of all the unenslavsd portions of the — 
public. 

—We have seen no correct account of 
closing proceedings of the, Convention ; anc 
some importance is attached to them, we 
endeavour from memory to supply the deficiency : 

'The Committee on Resolutions, after havii 
agreed upon those forming the Platform submitted 
to and adopted by the Convention, considered 
the subject of giving effect to those Resolves by 
nominations and votes, ; and finally agreed upon the 
following : 

“10. Resolved, That this Convention ad¬ 
journ to meet again in Auburn at 10 o’clock, A. 
M., cif Tuesday, Sep. 26, charged with the duty of 
of presenting candidates for State Officers, to be 1 
appointed at the ensuing eleotion, who shall re¬ 
present and uphold the principles embodied in 
these resolutions; [and that if there shall then be 
candidates already in nomination, fully, openly, 
and satisfactorily committed to these principles, 
then it is our judgment that such candidates 
should be adopted by said Convention at Auburn; 
but if not, then independent candidates should he 
nominated.’’]; 

M 1 1 . Greeley, in reporting the Platform and the 
above, stated that they were all that had been 
formally adopted by the Committee; but there 
was another which had been in substance agreed 
to, though overlooked in the inevitable haste ol 
preparation to meet the Convention on its reas¬ 
sembling at 3, P. M. That resolution, -#hich he 
could now only offer as a Delegate, having no 
opportunity to consult his colleagues, was as fol¬ 
lows : 

11. Resolved, That to said Convention at 
Auburn, each Assembly District not represented 
in this body be invited to send delegates; and in 
the divisions of said Convention a majority of the 
delegates present from any Assembly District be 
authorized to east the vote of Skid District.” 

The former of these Resolves having provoked 
much opposition, and the hour growing late, Mr. 
Raymond, acting for the majority of the Commit¬ 
tee, as a peace-offering', withdrew the lotto* l«,lf nt 

(all that relates to candidates already m nomi¬ 
nation) and asked a vote on the remainder, which 
was carried by an overwhelming majority; and 
then Mr. Raymond asked a vote on the last Reso¬ 
lution, as above, which was likewise carried. 
Thereupon the Convention adjourned without 
day.

CASE OF S. M. BOOTH—HABEAS 
CORPUS DENIED. 

OPINION OF CHIEF JUSTICE WHITON. 

THE STATE OF WISCONSIN—SUPBEME COUBT. 

In the flatter of the Petition of Sherman M. Booth for a 

writ of Habeas Corpus, and to be discharged from 

We think that this application must be denied. 
The petitioner states, in his petition for the writ, 
that he is imprisoned in the common jail of the 
County of Milwaukee; and that the cause or pre¬ 
tence of his commitment to the said jail, accord¬ 
ing to the best of his knowledge and belief, is a 
warrant from Andrew G. Miller, Judge of the 
District Court of the United States for the Dis¬ 
trict of "Wisconsin ; a copy of which warrant is 
annexed to the petition. The petitioner states 
further, that the indictment mentioned in said 
warrant is founded upon a pretended violation of 
the Fugitive Slave Act of 1850, which he repre¬ 
sent? as unconstitutional and void. The warrant 
annexed to the petition commands the Marshal 
of the District to take the petitioner and him 
safely keep so that he should have his body before 
the District Court of the United States for the 
District of Wisconsin, forthwith to* answer to ... 
indictment pending in said Court against him, for 
aiding and abetting and assisting the escape of 
Joshua Glover from the custody of Charles C. 
Cotton, a Deputy Marshal. The warrant is 
attested in the name of the Judge of the District 
Court of the United States for tha District of | 
Wisconsin; is, sealed with the seal of that Court, 
and signed by its clerk. In the case of Ableman 

the State of Wisconsin, ex rel. Booth, decided 

the present term of the Court, we held that the 
issuing of a writ of Habeas Corpus by a State 
Magistrate authorized to i®ue the writ, to bring 
before him a person who had been committed by 
a Commissioner of the United States, for refusing 
to 1 enter into a recognizance with sureties for bis 
appearance before the District Court of the 
United States to answer for an alleged offence, 
and the discharge of the prisoner so committed, 
did not interfere with the jurisdiction of that 
Court. But we said distinctly that when a Court 
had obtained jurisdiction of a case, no other Court 
of concurrent jurisdiction would interfere, and 
that tvhen the jurisdiction of a Court was exclu- 
fsive, no other Court could take jurisdiction at all. 
We supposed this to be a faijiliar principle, which 
would be denied by no one. 

..-still of this opinion, and if the present 

application for the writ showed that the petitioner 
was in confinement for refuting to recognise with 
sureties 'fori his appearance' before the District 
Court of the United States for this District, in 
obedience to the order of a Commissioner, or other 
inferior Magistrate, we should not hesitate to i®ue 
the writ. .But the facts set forth in the petition 
for the writ show that the petitioner is in confine¬ 
ment by force of a warrant issued by the Court, 
and that the object of the imprisonment is to 
compel Mm to answer an indictment now pending 
against him therein. Thefe facts show that the 
District Court of the United States has obtained 
jurisdiction of the case, a»d it is apparent that 
the indictment pending against the petitioner is 
for an offence of which thr Courts of the United 
States have exclusive jurisdiction. We do not 
see, therefore, how we call, consistently with the 
principles of our former decision, interfere. It is 
true that we are not aslpd to take the ease from 
the District Court of tin United States, and try 
the petitioner for the (fence with which he is 
charged, but we are aied to remove him from 
the custody of that Court and discharge him, ifi in 
our opinion, his imprisonment is illegal. In other 
words, we are called ujon to do an act which 
would prevent the Cofrt of the United States 
“from proceeding to try ^nd determine a case now 
pending before it, and «f which it has exclusive 
jurisdiction. For witintut the custody of its pri¬ 
soner, that Court eannoi proceed to a trial of him 
for the alleged offence.

OPINION OF JUSTICE SMITH. 

Concurring, as I do, with my brethren in the 
denial of the prayer of the petitioner for a writ of 
Habeas Corpus, upon the application now pre¬ 
sented, it may not be improper for me to place 
on file my reasons for such concurrence. Although 
different minds may arrive "at the same conclusion 
from given premises, yet, as their several steps of 
progress towards such result may not be precisely 
similar, I desire to state the principles on which I 
base my judgment in this case. 

In my opinion upon the first application to me 
for a "Writ of Habeas Corpus, in reference to the 
award of such writ, I said : 

“ There was no question pertaining to the subject 
matter of the application, nor connected with the 
parties, which approached in the slightest degree to a 
conflict of jurisdiction between the Btate and Federal 
Courts; or the Judges thereof. The warrant, by virtue 
of which the petitioner was held, was not issued by a 
Federal Judge or Court, but by a Commissioner of the 
District Court of the United States. No exclusive or 
ultimate jurisdiction can be claimod for an officer of 
this kind. As one of the Jnstices of the highest judi¬ 
cial tribunal of this State, which tribu"»’ >•»*—»— 
in that behalf the sovereignty of the St: 
deny to any citizen or person entitled to the protec¬ 
tion of the State the proper process by which the 
validity of a warrant issued hy such authority could 
be examined. Nor can I admit that a Court Commis- 
sjoner, bolding his appointment at the will of the 
Court, responsible only to such Court, in fact irre¬ 
sponsible and unimpeachable, has the right or the 
power, or can have the right 01 the power, to issue 
any process by which a citizen of the State may be 
imprisoned, that may not be examined, and its validity 
tested by the proper judicial authority of the State.” 

The distinction was here taken, at the very 
outset, between a warrant or proee®, issued by 
a Commissioner of the United States, and pro¬ 
cess issued from a Court of the UnitedLStates. 
The judicial power of the former was deniffd alto¬ 
gether ; and hence the interference of the State 
magistracy to protect the citizen could in no just 
manner involve, orlead to, a conflict between'the 
State and Federal Courts. Should the State 
judiciary yield up such authority, the citizen 
might be left to the mere caprice or mercy of an 
irresponsible tribunal, unknown to, and unauthor¬ 
ized by, the fundamental law which the people had 
adopted as the charter of their rights and liber- 
‘ ’ ®. The Commissioner had no power to examine 

determine the validity of the law under wMch 
his warrant was i®ued, because he was not, nor 
could he be, endowed with any judicial functions. 
Whatever acts he could perform were, at most, 
merely ministerial, and, however repugnant to the 
Constitution the law might he, he had no autho¬ 
rity bat to yield implicitly to its requirements, if 
he attempted to act at all. Hence the necessity 
of holding his acts subject to judicial cognizance 
and examination. "When the prisoner was first 
brought up, on the writ of Habeas Corpus issued 
by me, he was for the first time brought within 
the cognizance of a judicial tribunal. Judgment 
was pronounced upon the hearing, and doubtless 
that judgment would have been enforced had fur¬ 
ther process been found necessary. But obedience 
the order of discharge, and no ab 

declared the Act of Congress of Septemb^l8, 
1850, unconstitutional, and our judgment upon 
that proce® and the subject matter then before 
: has been respected and obeyed. 

But the judgment of this Court upon the writ 
of Habeas Corpus was no bar to new and origi¬ 
nal proceedings on the part of the United Statesil 
Court. It could not be pleaded in bar, even in 
similar original proceedings in our own State 
Courts. If a person arrested for the violation 
of an Act of the State Legislature should be 
discharged from arrest upon Habeas Corpus, on 
the ground of the unconstitutionality of such en- 
K ” i such discharge could not be pleaded in. 

1 indictment subsequently found for the 
(nee. His discharge is by no means an 
acquittal. He would still be liable to arrest and 
trial upon indictment, and, at the proper time or 
stage of the proceedings, the unconstitutionality 
of the act could be urged in his defence; and the 
reasonable and legal presumption would be, that 
the Court, having the case under cognizance, 
would properly declare the law. 

In this case, w r hen the prisoner was first brought 
b on the writ of Habeas Corpus, he was within 
the State jurisdiction exclusively. It then became 
our duty to decide upon the validity of the pro¬ 
ce® and of the law, by virtue of wMch be -was 
held. He was discharged. Thus ended our 
jurisdiction in the case. But our judgment in 
that case could not be pleaded in bar to a future 
indictment found against the prisoner for the same 
offence. 

Subsequently, the prisoner is indicted in the 
District Court of the United States, and the 
proper proce® is issued to bring in tbe defendant 
to answer. His defence (among other things) is, 
that the law which he is alleged to have violated 
is repugnant to the Constitution of the United 
States. In the former case he wafc held under the 
proce® of an officer who had no power'to hear 
and determine upon the validity of the law, or 
the allegations of the defendant against its vali¬ 
dity. But now- he is held under process of a 
Court, a judicial tribunal, having fall power and 
authority to decide upon all the questions or alle¬ 
gations [presented in his behalf. The legal and 
just presumption is that that Court will declare 
the law as it is. If the Act of Congress which 
he is charged with having violated be repugnant 
to the Constitution of the United State* we are 
bound to presume that that Court will so decide. 
And, certainly, it would indicate a very great 
want of judicial confidence and integrity if the 
State and Federal Courts should attempt to wrest, 
the one from the other, the jurisdiction of causes, 
upon the mere suspicion that the one or the other 
would not decide according to law. Here, no 
application to the Court, by virtue of whose pro¬ 
ce® |he petitioner is held, has been made for his 
discharge; no allegation that the proper means 
of refief had been denied him; no intimation that 
he has sought relief from that source and been 
refused it ; but we are asked to interfere in this 
preliminary stage of the proceedings of that 
Court, before the latter has had any opportunity 
of applying or construing the law, and to issue 
a writ, which would, by that very act, indicate an 
unworthy distrust of a judicial tribunal, instituted 
in conformity with, and bound by, tbe same Con¬ 
stitution, which is tbe paramount law of our own. 
The counsel for the petitioner could hardly have 
calculated the disastrous result of such premature 
proceeding. 

It may be said that the Federal Court can 
acquire no jurisdiction under an ,unconstitutional 
law. For the sake of the argument, admit the 
fact to be so. It only amounts to a question of ju¬ 
risdiction -after all; and whenever such question 
arises in a proceeding in Court, shall another Court 
interfere to decide that question before the former 
has had an opportunity to decide upon its own 
proce® and to set itself right upon the matter of 

-jurisdiction ? Many questions of jurisdie- 

iseinourown court. Will any one pre¬ 
tend that the parties in such case may go to an¬ 
other tribunal and have that qu&stion determined 
for us ? In no ease, perhaps, has the question of I 

r jurisdiction been so strenuously contested as

Is it supposed that this Court would have 
permitted the petitioner and his cause to have 
been taken from us by the Federal Court while 
that matter was pending before us, and to allow 
that question to be decided 1 for us ? and that, even 
before the subject had been presented to and 
passed upon by this court ?

The matter of jurisdiction is a legitimate ques¬ 
tion to be raised even collaterally. But no principle 
of jurisdiction, no precedent, can be found by 
which one court is authorized to inquire prelimi¬ 
narily into the jurisdiction of another, or to wrest 
the party or subject blatter of a cause from such 
jurisdiction. 

On the first writ the State Judge had jurisdic¬ 
tion, as 'he thought, and he could not have per¬ 
mitted any person to refuse obedience to his 
proce®, on the ground of his want of jurisdiction. 
No such course was attempted. The question of 
jurisdiction was raised, it - is true, by the attorney 
for the United States, on the return of the writ, 
before the officer who issued it. The Federal 
Court was not applied to, for the purpose of ar¬ 
resting the proceedings before him, and of deciding, 
beforehand, for him, the question of his own 
jurisdiction. Had such procedure been at¬ 
tempted, it would have afforded a novel precedent 
in the judicial proceedings, and, it is needless to 
say, would not have been submitted to for a 
moment. Every Court (of the grade of which we 
are speaking) is presumed to be competent to 
hear and determine upon its own jurisdiction, and 
all other Courts are bound to presume that such 
determination will be according to law. And, 
although other .Courts may not in all cases be 
bound by such decision, ypt no Court is authorized 
by law to take that matter out of the Court whose 
proce® has first attacked, and assume the right of 
adjudication, before the former has had au oppor¬ 
tunity to hear and determine the matter for itself. 
Yet this is precisely what we are asked to do ' 
this case. 

We have decided that the Fugitive Act 
September 18th, 1850_, is unconstitutional. B... 
this decision is not binding upon the Courts of 
another sovereignty, over which we have no con- 
Whenever that act is brought in question 
proceeding in-this Court, or in the judicial 
tribunals of this Sfete, that judgment, will be the 
rule of the decision, until it is reversed. Believ¬ 
ing that to be the law, it would be both illegal 
and unwise to entertain a suspicion that other 
Courts independent of this would be le® mindful 
of the great constitutional guaranties of personal 
liberty than we outselves have been. 

For these reasons, as well as those urged by the 
Chief Justice, I concur in the judgment of the 
Court denying this application. 

There are general principles applicable to all 
Courts, and binding upon them. But the statute 
of this State interposes an effectual barrier to our 
action in this. The 18th section of chapter 124 
of the revised statutes provides that it shall be the 
duty of the officer forthwith to remand the pri¬ 
soner, if he is hold “ by virtue of proce® issued by 
any Court or Judge of the United States, in a 
case where such Court or Judge has exclusive 
jurisdiction.” It would be idle to grant the writ 
when it is apparent upon the face of the petition, 
that our own statute Would compel an immediate 
remanding of the prisoner. 

Perhaps it ought to be mentioned here, that 
there is a very great demotion between Commis¬ 
sioners of the United States, and Commissioners of

FETTERS and lash of his master ! | ter, and therefore not upon thTdefendant—itwas 
void for want of mutuality. 

As soon as the argument was concluded, the 
Court—Judge Norris presiding—without the 
delay of a moment, and the case having been sub¬ 
mitted to him without the intervention of a jury, 
decided that as Poindexter had come into Ohio 
by the consent of bis master, before the execution 
of the notes, the slave became free—free the first 
moment he set his foot upon the Soil of Ohio, 
not free the moment his foot touched our soil, how 
long must he remain here to acquire the freedom 
guarantied by the Constitution ?

I come not here to utter vituperative demon¬ 
strations against the slaveholders of the iSouth. 
They have, ped the powers vested in them by the 
Constitution, for their, own interests, as every 
other selfish a®ociation ‘of men would have done, 
tinder the same circumstances, with the same 
powers, and under the same temptations. I In 
every step of the progress of the Slave Power, 
they«have had members of the Free States as half 
workers. If the Ifree States would regain their 
influence, they must cultivate a higher standard of 1 
political morality among themselves ; they must 
disgrace the doctrin#fe*S “ all is right in politics,” 
and regard him who has notoriqjSly sold himself 
for place or for office a3 a traitorto principle and 1 
to his country. 

The Nebraska fraud, as it is called, is nothing 
ore than the last act of a series of aggressions on 
the Free States which slaveholders have practised 
for more than fifty years, in no One of which could 
they have been succe®ful except through the di¬ 
visions and corruptions "of the Free States them¬ 
selves. So far from complaining of this Nebraska 
perfidy, I rejoice in it. 

T+ said, it is “tbelast straw that ’breaks tbe 
back.” I trust in Heaven that this Ne¬ 
braska perfidy wifi prove to be that last straw 
which will excite the camel of the North to rise 
its spirit and strength and- to® from his back 
" at least of the many burdens with which he' 


The Nebraska fraud is not that burden 
which I intend now to speak. There is one nea 
home, more immediately present and more insup¬ 
portable. Of what that burden is, I shall speak 
plainly. The obligation incumbent upon the 
Free States to deliver up fugitive slaves is that 
burden —and it must be obliterated from that Con¬ 
stitution at every hazard . And such obliteration 
can be demonstrated to be as much tbe interest of I 
the South as it is <g tbe North. 

The circumstances in which the people of Mas¬ 
sachusetts are placed in consequence of that burden 
are fondeniable, and they are also undeniably in -1 
supportable. Wbat has been seen? what has 
been felt ? by eve ; ry man, woman, and child, in 
Massachusetts. “We have seen our Court House 
in chains, two battalions of dragoons, eight regi¬ 
ments of artillery, twelve companies of infantry, 
the whole constmbulary force of the city police, the 
entire disposable marine of the United States, with 
its artillery loadaifor action, all matching in sup¬ 
port of a Prcetoruan band, consisting of one hun¬ 
dred * and Iwents/ friends and associates of the 
United States Marshal, with loaded pistols and 
drawn swords, and in military costume and array

people of Massachusetts. 

I state another fact still more conclusive and 
illustrative of those, duties. 

This scene (thus awful, thus detestable) every 
inhabitant of this metropolis, nay, more, every in¬ 
habitant of this Commonwealth, may be compelled 
again to witness at any and every day of the year, 
at the will or the whim of the meanest and basest 
slaveholder of the South, This also is undeniable. 

Now, is there a man in Massachusetts with a 
spirit so low, so debased, so corrupted by his fears 
or his fortune, that he is prepared to say that this 
is a condition of things to be endured, in perpe¬ 
tuity, by us, and that this is an inheritance to be 
transmitted by ns to our children for all genera¬ 
tions? For so long as the fugitive slave clause 
remains in the Constitution of the United States, 
unobliterated, it is an obligation perpetual upon 
them, as well as upon us. 

And is this inheritance we are about to trans¬ 
mit to our children an inheritance of freedom ? 
No, fellow-citizens—it is an inheritance worse 
than: that of siavery. 

There is not a negro in the South that can be 
compelled, even by his master, to cut the throat 
or blo w out the brains of his brother negro. Yet, 
so long as the fugitive slave obligation remains in 
the Constitution, there is not a militia man in 
Ma®achusetts who may not be compelled, to¬ 
morrow, to cut the throat or blow out the brains 
of a fellow-citizen, at tbe will of the basest south¬ 
ern slaveholder. My fellow-citizens, believe me_ 

the time has come for the people of Massachusetts 
to look upon this slave clause no longer in the 
ever-shifting, ever-dubious, ever-suspicious light of 
party spirit, but under the influence of an enlight¬ 
ened patriotism, watchful of the signs of the times 
and anxious concerning their duties to themselves 
and their posterity. 

But I hear some timid brother exclaim, “ Why, 
this is, in effect, a dissolution of the Union. Did 
not the southern slaveholder tell us, before tbe 
adoption of the Constitution, that without the 
fugitive slave clause they would not come into 
the Union, and have they not told us, every day 
since its adoption, that whenever that clause is 
obliterated they will go out of it ? ” And do you 
believe them any the more for this reiterated 
threat and eternal outcry ? Does not the nature , 
of things speak a louder language than that of 
i7 threateners ? Are the slaveholders fools or 
aen? They go out of this Union for the 
purpose of maintaining the subjection of their 
slay® ? Why, the arm of the Union is the very 
sinew of that subjection ! It is the slaveholder’s 
main strength. Its continuance is his forlorn 
hope. 

But I go farther, fellow-citizens, I believe that, 
the nature of things, by the law of God and 
the laws of man, that clause is at this moment 
abrogated so far as respects moral obligation. 
There is a principle of common law which, if not 
strictly applicable, is sufficiently analogous to the 
obligations resulting from that clause. It is 
nte ratione cessat et ipsa lex. 

N ow, what waB the understanding and what 
tbe state of things under which that contract 1 
made? 

The Free States agreed, in 1789, to be fK„ 
drivers and pound-keepers for the black cattle of 
the slaveholding States, within’ the limits and ac¬ 
cording to the fences of the old United States. 
Between that year and this, Anno Domini 1854, 
those slaveholders have broken down the old 
boundaries, and opened new fields of an unknown 
bilfeE'feftl'§*BymlIibns; and are every day m- 
creasing their numbers, and extending their cat¬ 
tle field into the wilderne®. Under these circum¬ 
stances, are we bound to be their field-drivers and 
pound-keepers any longer ? Answer me, people 
of Ma®achusetts. Are you the sons of the men 
of 1776 ? or do you “ lack gall to make oppres¬ 
sion bitter ? ” 

I would willingly dwell upon this topic and 
others which are in my mind, but I have already 
occupied more than my proportion of thisdebate. 

I have pointed out your burden. I have shown 
you that it is insupportable. 

I shall be asked, how shall we get rid of it? 

I answer it is not for a private individual to 
point the path which a State is to. pursue to cast 
off an insupportable burden—it belongs to the 
constituted authorities of that State. But this I 


will say, that if the people of Massachusetts adopt, 
in the spirit of their fathers, as one man, solemnly, 
the resolve that they will ho longer submit to this 
burden, and will call upon the Free States to < 
cur in and carry into effect this resolution, 
burden will be east off, the fugitive slave clause 
obliterated, not only without the di®olution, but 
with a newly acquired strength to the Union. 

Mr. Quincy, as he sat down, was. greeted with 
three tremendous cheers! 

IMPORTANT SLAVE CASE IN OHIO. 

In Clermont County, on the 9th inst, 

..as tried before Judge Norris, the regular Demo¬ 
cratic candidate for the Supreme Bench, involving 
the right a slave acquires by being sent by bis 
into a free State. John Anderson, the 
. lived on a plantation on the river, opposite 
New Richmond, in Clermont County. H< 
Poindexter, his slave, entered into a contract i 
him, for the purchase of himself at the price of 
four hundred dollars. For the payment of this 
sum two notes of $200 each were given by Poin¬ 
dexter ; the notes were endorsed by J. C. Gowdy 
and Francis Donaldson, of New Richmond. 
When the notes fell due, for some reason not 
stated, theywere not paid, and suit was brought 
by Anderson ‘against two of the defendants, 
Francis Donaldson and J. C. Gowdy—-who are 

en oi some wealth—to recover. 

The pleas were, 1st, Nona®umpsit. 

2d. That the sole consideration of the note 
that Anderson should execute a deed of emanci¬ 
pation to Poindexter, one of the defendants, and 
that had not been done. 

3d. That at divers times, before the notes were 
given, Anderson had permitted Poindexter to 
-ome into Ohio, whereby he became a free man. 

In evideqee the plaintiff produced the not® and 
rested. 

The defendant proved that plaintiff had ad¬ 
mitted that before the notes were given, he had 
sent Poindexter, the slave, to Richmond, Ohio, 
for a doctor, and at other times to the store there 
for groceries and dry goods for his (Anderson’s) 
family. 

Perry J. Dunham, for the plaintiff, read several 
eases from the Kentucky and Missouri reports, in 
which the courts of those States had decided that 
though the master may voluntarily bring or send 
his slave into a free State, yet, if he brings the 
servant back again into a slave State, tbe slave is 
not emancipated, but remains a slave in all re¬ 
spects, the same as before he went into a free 
State. 

Mr. Jolliffe, of Cincinnati, for the defendants, 
argued, first, that by Anderson’s permitting the 
slave to come into Ohio, he (Poindexter) became 
a free man. And this, Under the 2d section of 
the State Constitution of 1802, which controls 
such cases. 

The section, as far as it relates thereto, is as 
follows: 

“ Sec. 1, There shall neither he slavery or involun¬ 
tary servitude in this' State, otherwise than for the 
punishment of crimes, whereof the party shall have 
been duly convicted.” 

Mr. J. contended that this clause extended over 
the whole State of Ohio ; that there was but one 
exception in the article—“ punishment of crime” 
—and that this exception confirmed the rule. 
Another exception was found—the federal consti¬ 
tution—where persons owing service or labour 
in one State, escaping into the other, shall be de¬ 
livered up ; but that was altogether out of this 
case, as it was not pretended that Poindexter was 
a fugitive from slavery. 

William Howard, Esq., of Batavia, followed 
Mr. Jolliffe for the defence. He contended that 
as the contract was made in Kentucky, where 
the courts have decided that the master is not 


THE MANCHESTER ANTI-SLAVERY 
CONFERENCE. 

[We have before- us the proceedings of the 
Anti-Slavery Conference, held at Manchester, 
England, on the First of August. It is impos¬ 
sible for us to publish the full report, but we begin 
our extracts therefrom with the speech made on 
the occasion by Parker Pillsbury.—Eds.] 

SPEECH OF PARKER PILLSBURY. 

Mr. Parker Pillsbury, of America, was the 
next speaker. He said : It is a long while since 
I stood before a public meeting like this, to speak 

behalf of the cause of human freedom, and the 

son is, perhaps, in the fact just now referred to 
by my friend, Mr. Thompson, that for the last 
dozen and more years of my life I have been en- 
in one aet of anti-slavery effort, and I stand 
you somewhat broken, and I fear that I 
may make but sad work of attempting to address 
this audience; and I should have wished that the 
gentleman last on the platform might have occu¬ 
pied more of your time, for he has been, as he has 
told us, most effectively an eye-witness of tbe abo¬ 
minations that are done in my native land. I 
could have even wished, Mi 1 . Chairman, that you 
yourself had occupied at least a full hour; for it | 
me_ you, sir, were uttering the language 
nation most needs to hear—the language 
of stem and yet friendly and faithful rebuke. I 
~as very much interested in the remark of my 
ceefient friend, Mr. Bishop, and I am exceedingly 
happy to stand here, bearing testimony to his fide¬ 
lity in the cause of freedom. He is one of very 
few who have been to our country who have 
brought home a true report. I have seen many . 
Englishmen, and English ladies also; some of 
them of great eminence, literary men and literary 
women. We have had there your poets and your 
orators; We have had your dancers and your 
queens of song. We have had there your Father 
Mathews and your John Mitchels (derisive laugh¬ 
ter)—have had every variety there, sir ; and I am 
sorry to say, that with the exception of my friend 
Mr. Bishop, and our eloquent friend who stands 
at my left, almost invariably the testimony they 
have brought back has either been wholly false, 
or so utterly indifferent and insipid as to have pro¬ 
duced no effect whatever on the public mind. 
There are other exceptions ; Ineednotnamethem. 
One of them furnishes an eminently interesting 
and beautiful letter, which was read to us this 
morning. I refer to Miss Martineau, of Amble- 
side (hear, hear); whose firm and stem rebuke’of 
slavery while there kindled a hatred against her 
on tbe part of the slaveholders, and their abettors 
in our country, which has burned with no dimin¬ 
ished ardour from that day to the present; and I 
am very glad that she lives again to rebuke our 
nation. I can assure you, Mr. Chairman, there 
are many there who, in the reading of that letter, 
will remember her rebukes administered so many 
years ago. The truth is, in regard to the slave 
system of America, that it is very much like a 
table, of the past—that race of monsters, the Gor- 
gons, the terrible sisterhood who turned whomso- 
- wikaL-lnoked.iman.Jo. stqpe. Almost every 
he com® within the lightning gaze and flash of 
that monstrous eye, seems to petrify and turn to 
stone ; and it is only the few exceptions to which 

1 have referred that have escaped. I was parti¬ 
cularly interested in Mr. Bishop’s remarks, and I 
was wishing, while he was speaking, that every 
bishop in England (cheers)—may go to our coun¬ 
try, only that I should fear the effect of that 
monster’s eye upon them. Some attempt was 
made to sketch the horrors of slavery, and of the 
slave trade; the examinations of slaves were re¬ 
ferred to ; the sale of slaves by auction was spoken 

reminded, whilst listening to the re¬ 
marks upon the manner in which slaves are often 
advertised in our country for sale, of which it 
might he interesting to the audience to speak 
further and present specimens of that kind of 
advertisements, with which our cities are papered 
very liberally in theSouth. Here is one of them 
just as it was printed, and just as thousands of 1 
them were put uj in one of the cities of our coun¬ 
try: “ Valuable sugar plantation, Slav®, &c., to 
be sold, by J. A. Beard, Thuisday, Jan. 20th, 
1853, at twelve o’clock, will be sold by auction, 
at tbe Rotunda of the St. Louis Exchange, New 
Orleans, all that well-known and delightfully- 
situated sugar plantation.” And then it is de¬ 
scribed—“ with fifty very choice negroes, having 
in the number 36 full working hands; also 32 
mules, several horses and other cattle.” Then the 
advertisement proceeds to describe, first the plan¬ 
tation, then the stock, “32 mules and horses, five 
pairs of oxen, eight cows and their calves, with all 
the carts, ploughs, axes, hoes, &c., and other ap¬ 
purtenances belonging to the plantation,” and 
then follows a list of the slaves, in three columns, 
Joseph, a stable boy, 14 ; and so they go on 
Then comes the children; first, Paul, 8 years, 
then Gilbert, 10 years; then Pierre, 11-2 year ; 
and then Prosper, an infant; and. then the gMs 
come, Grace, 6 years ; Felicia, 4 years; CelesStie, 

2 1-2 years, and so on. Here is another advertise¬ 
ment, quite of a similar kind, “ Sale of 48 negro®, 
accustomed to the culture of river swamp rice. 
Will be sold in families, on Wednesday, the 26th 
instant.” It is stated that they will be sold in 
families because the general understanding is that 
the Sale will be without regard to family, and so 
when they are to be sold in families it is so speci¬ 
fied in the advertisement; and here is another 
long list of nam®, which I will hot stop to 
read. I have here an advertisement of a different 
character. In the city of New Orleans, a year 
ago last Feb., there was a scene which is alluded 
to in this advertisement, copies of thousands of 
which were posted, about the city of New Orleans. 
I also saw the advertisement in all the New 
Orleans papers. It is headed, “ A raffle.—Mr. 
Joseph Jennings respectfully informs his friends 
that at the request of his acquaintanc®, he has 
been induced to purchase from Mr. Osborne, of 
Mi®ouri, the celebrated dark bay horse Star, aged 
five years, a capital trotter, warranted safe; also 
a new light trotting buggy and harne® ; also tbe 
dark, stout mulatto girl, Sarah, aged about 20 
years, general house servant, valued at”—Mr. 
Chairman, how much do you suppose a young girl 
is valued at of twenty years of age in our cour 
try ? “ The stout mulatto girl, Sarah, valued at. 
How much is your sister Sarah valued at ? (Ap¬ 
plause.)- Valued at ®900, and guaranteed, and 
the whole will be raffled for at four o’clock on 
February the 1st The above is as represented, 
and those persons who may wish to engage in the 


fished in your own towns and citi®. What, then, . 
Mr. Chairman, must be the public sentiment?—to , 
what degradation must it not have sunk, when 
seen® like tee can not only be advertised, but 
continually enacted, and the people meantime, in- j 
stead of blushing for shame at such abominations, I 
boastingly declare themselves the model republic I 
(hear, hear, hear), and invite all creation besides 
them to institute similar governments for them¬ 
selves. Mr. Chairman, I suppose we shall have 
very little time for the resolutions that are before 
us, aDd every moment must be occupied to the 
best, advantage. Nc one surely feels it more than 
myself, for I know you have resolutions on your 
tables which might occupy you profitably, and, as 
I think, with inter®t, many days, instead of this 
one short day, the hours of which are so rapid’y 
pa®ing. The remark made in the letter by Mi® 
Martineau appears to me to be one of great im¬ 
portance—that of diffusing light and knowledge 
among the English people. Sir, it is equally im¬ 
portant to difluse that light and knowledge among 
the American people; for, though I have travelled 
somewhat extensively in my own country, I must 
still say that, to a very great extent, on the subject 
of American slavery, as to the details of its 
atrocities, there is no more ignorance on the part 
of the English nation than there is on the part of 
our own ; and I am continually astonishing even 
my own neighbours by a recital of abominations 
which are done, and which they themselves in¬ 
directly, at least, are continually aiding to do. 

One of the resolutions speaks of slavery as hav¬ 
ing become national; it was always national in 
our country—our country meant it should be 
national. We began by making it national. Go¬ 
vernor M’Duffy uttered no satire on slavery when 
he said, “ That slavery was tbe corner-stone of our 
epublican edifice,” and I am sure that r®olution 
thich speaks of the propagation and the perpetu¬ 
ation of slavery as the great busine® of tbe Ameri¬ 
can government at the present time is no extra¬ 
vagant picture of a disordered brain. Sir, our 
country for the last 15 years has done nothing else 
but extend and perpetuate slavery; and it is not 
too much to say that it exists for the spread and 
the perpetuation of the slave system of our country. 
One of the resolutions specifies the movements of 
the government during the past year. The pas¬ 
sage of the Nebraska bill, which was an actual 
repeal of one of the most solemn treaties and 
guarantees ever made in om- country—I refer to 
the Mi®ouri compromise, which, in 182.0, by the 
Oongr®s of the United States, declared that 
slavery should never be extended beyond the 
parallel of 36 deg. 30 min. north latitude—a pro¬ 
position that came from the South, and was sup¬ 
ported by the South, and that now has been re¬ 
pealed, and tbe entire country, as yet unoccupied, 
is thus given over to the desolation of slavery. 
Now, you are apt to think, Mr. Chairman, in this 
country—I know it from what I am continually 
hearing from the mouths of your people—that 
slavery in the United States is there regarded 
as an evil and a curse after all, and that we are 
very anxious to get rid of it; and I am continu¬ 
ally asked, as I pass about among tbe people of 
this country, “ Wbat can we do to help you to 
get rid of it ? ” As if we wanted yonr help to get 
rid of slavery. Why, sir, we regard slavery as 
really tbe palladium of our nation’s security, some¬ 
thing to glory in, and not to be ashamed of—a 
blessing to be preserved and perpetuated, and not 
a curse to be removed and annihilated. You 
never made a greater mistake than yon do when 
you suppose that to any great extent in our country 
there is a desire to get rid of the evil. Sometimes 
thrown in your teeth that you inflicted slavery 
upon our country; that we inherited it from our 
anc®tors, who were the founders of our country, 
though not of our government. "We are con¬ 
tinually told that you entailed slavery upon us, 
and you are made to believe that it was so; and 
I believe your natiou pretty much pleads guilty 
to the charge of having inflicted slavery upon us. 

Mr. Chairman, when the famous declaration of 
independence was first issued on the 4th of July, 
"Thomas Jefferson, there were nr TnamoeflHfeffr’• - 
various grievances set forth, and in the first draft 
declaration was this passage, after" nume- 
ler specifications of very bad things done 
by the British king and parliament, it goes on to 
say, “He first waged cruel war against nature 
itself, violating its most sacred rights of life and 
liberty in the persons of a distant people, who 
never offended him, captivating and carrying them 
into slavery in another hemisphere, or to incur 
miserable death in their transportation thither. 
Thty piratical warfare, the opprobrium of infidel 
powers, is the warfare of the Christian king of 
Great Britain. Determined to keep open a market 
where men should be bought and sold, he has 

E restituted his negative, for suppre®ing every 
(gislative attempt to prohibit or restrain this 
execrable commerce; and that this assembly of 
horrors may want no effect of distinguished dye, 
he is now exciting this very people to rise in arms 
among us and to purchase that liberty of which 
he has deprived them, by murdering the people on 
whom he has obtruded them, paying former crimes 
committed against the liberty of one people, 
with crim® which he urges them to commit 
against the lives of another.” In the first draft 
of the declaration, as submitted to the American 
Congress held in Philadelphia, this passage was 
contained. Now, had that clause been retained 
the declaration of independence, and had our 
country acted in accordance with its dictat® and 
its sentiments, there might perhaps have been 
some justice in the charge itself, but when I tell 
you that the slaveholders themselves, at their own 
option, caused that to be removed, and would not 
allow it to be part and parcel of their declaration 
of independence, it seems to me I furnish you an 
answer, when they charge npon you that yon 
entailed the crime and curse of the institution 
upon us. So you see the subject was brought 
before the American people in the beginning of 
its operations and measures for the establishment 
of a free government, and they began by shutting 
their eyes : ]agaiBst tfle crime, and they have con¬ 
tinued from that day till the present. 

Now, M 1 1 . Chairman, the thing to be done, as 
it seems to me, is to bring iacts like th®e and 
facts like others, which have been brought before 
us here this afternoon, before the consideration of 
the British nation. I wish you never to think for 
■a moment that the American nation, as a nation, 
regards the system Of American slavery as any 
crime or curse. Why, sir, even the foreign slave- 
trade, with all the horrors of a middle passage— 
that very traffic which our country itself once de¬ 
clared to be piracy, and made a law (still on our 
statute-book) punishing it with death—is already 
again seriously talked of, in Congress and out of 
Congress, as likely very soon to be revived; and 
tbe slaveholders tbemselv® declare that Nebraska 
never can be peopled with slav®, and California, 
New Mexico and Texas likewise, without opening 
again those flood-gat® of horrible iniquity, and 
sweeping in myriads of wailing Africans from 
their native country, to wither and die on the 
plantations of America. I might read to you, if 
there were time, specimens of the arguments with 
which this traffic is vindicated, and urged again 
upon the American people. Why, sir, they claim 
—and it doesn’t come from depraved, desperate 
politicians either—they claim—and it. omes from 
ministers of our gospel ■; mind I say our gospel— 
it com® from ministers of our gospel—that God 
himself has instituted, not only slavery, but the
